sels bound from ports infected with cholers 
to Hongkong, namely, to go to a port 
where quarantine togulations are cither not 
in foreo or so loosely carried out that thoy 
can be easily evaded and thence tranship 
their cargo—and it may be passengers—to 
Hongkong by means of Chinese junks. If 
this-is not an evasion of quarantine, we do 
| not know what is; and if the practice is 
not discuntinued, steps shotid ho at once 
taken by the Colonial Govermnent to have 
ports where such laxity exists declared to 
be infected. This would obviate all diffi- 
culty in dealing with these evasions. No 
doubt, owners and shippers naturally kick 
against the delay and loss incurred by qua- 
rantine, but this is one of tho ordinary 
risks they have to face, and it cannot bo 
disputed that the public have the most un- 
doubted right to protect themselves ayainst 
the fearful consequences which might arise 
from the acts of ‘those whuse interests are 
opposed to quarantine, and therefora no- 
cessarily opposed to the interests of the. 
public. Hongkong has, in times past, been 
exceptionally fortunate in escaping the 
visitations of cholera, but our immunity in 


tho past is no assurance: of any auch im- 
munity in the future, and should this: her- 
rible visitant find the weak spot in our ar- 
mon, the Government will be held respun- 
aible, unless such steps are taken as will, 
so far as hunwne precautions can go, pre- 
vent its introduction here. We leara, 
aince writing the above, that the Macao 
Government have upplicd quarantine re- 
gulations to all vessels aud junks from 
Heihow.

Local and Tnudian Parcel Post. 


1. Smull Parcels may be sent by Post 
ut Book Rates vetwoon Hongkong and any 
of the British Post Offices in China, as well 
to Japan, Macao, Pakhoi, the Straits 
tlements, Ceylon and India, They must 
not exceed the following dimensions, 2 feet 
long, 1 foot broad, 1 foot deep, weigh more 
than 5tbs., nor be sinaller than 3 in. by 2 
in, Such parcela may be wholly closed 
if they bear’ this special endorsement, 
PARCEL, CONTAINING No ‘LerrEn, but any 
parcel may be opened by direction of the 
Postmaster General. In the Cesc of Parcols 
for India a declaration of contents and 
value is required, a printed form-for which 
is supplied gratis, Tho Registration of 
Parcels for India and Cole meee. 

2. The following cannot be transmitted : 
Parcels insufficiently packed or protected, 
or liable to’ ba crushed (as bandboxes, 
&c,) Opium, Glass, Liquids, Explosive sub- 
stances, Matches, Indigo, Dyestnfia, Ice, 
Meat, Fish, Game, Fruit, Vegetables, or 
whatever is dangerous to the Mails, or 
likely to become offensive or injurious in 
transit. 

3. Parcels are as a general ruloforwarded 
by Private Ship, not by Contract Mail 
Packet. To India they are forwarded by 
the P. & O. and Indian Mail Packéts only, 
to Coyton by P. & O. only.
